the massucred privees.  Looking on either
gide he cries out, with a ringing emphasis,
"Who slew all these ™

We have, my friends, lived to sco n more
fearful masacre. There s no use of my
taking your time in trying to give you
statistics about the devastation and ruin
and the death which strong drink has
wroughs In this country, Statistics do not
sem to mean anything. We are so hard-
end under these statistics that the fact that
fifty thousnnd more men are slain or fifty
thousand less mien aro slain seems to make no
